Chrysler Corporation 
To Resume Export 
Trade 

Chrysler Corporation of Canada, Ltd 
will shortly commence to ship auto¬ 
mobile parts to five parts of the Brit¬ 
ish Commonwealth, E. C. Row', pres, 
and general manager announced here 
today. 

Mr. Row* said that his company is 
currently working on orders to supply 
vehicles to New Zealand, Hong Kong, 
Jamaica, British Guiana and Singa¬ 
pore. 

The cars will be Plymouths and 
Dodges, most of which will be equip¬ 
ped with right hand drive. 

Shipments to New’ Zealand will con¬ 
sist of knocked-down components for 
assembly in that country. Completely 
Canadian built vehicles are being 
shipped to the other destinations. 

“These shipments represent our 
first step in re-entering the export 
field since the war.” Mr. Row said. 
"Except for a few shipments of com¬ 
ponents to New' Zealand, this market 
has been cut off to us since 1939. 

“Although the present volume of or¬ 
ders for export Is relatively small 
when compared with our total prod¬ 
uction, we are hopeful that we can 
develop an export business to a great¬ 
er extent in the future". 

The total value to the company of 
the current orders is in the neighbor¬ 
hood of one and one half million dol¬ 
lars he said. 

The special right hand drive cars 
are being built as part of the com¬ 
pany's normal production program, 
Mr. Row added. The additional tman- 
power required for this purpose raises 
the company’s employment to a new 
all time “high". Close to 11,000 per¬ 
sons are now at w’ork in the Windsor 
passenger car, engine and truck plants 
and administrative offices. Appx. 800 
more are engaged in parts plant and 
sales activities outside the city. 

Last week the company also an¬ 
nounced that it was stepping up truck 
production schedules and that the 
truck plant will operate temporarily 
for one hour per day for four days of 
each w’eek.

.nigh School Students 
Hear and See All 
About Petroleum 

On April 16th, the Raymond High 
School students had the privilege of 
hearing John McCubblns, Assistant 
Manager of Public Relations, speak 
to them on the Canadian use of Pet¬ 
roleum. Mr. McCubblns demonstrated 
many of the countless by-products of 
petroleum. 

From his "magic barrel" M. Mc¬ 
Cubblns took a thermos of dlphors 
dlchlors • methane, a refrigerant that 
continues boiling down to 22" below 
0. and poured some into a beaker. 
Into the solution he dipped a delicate 
daffndtle. The flower came out of the 
solution looking Just as fresh as when 
It went In except for one catch, the 
flower was completely frozen! Since 
he had no further use for this liquid 
he decided to throw the rest away. 
Much to the astonishment of the 
students, the refrigerant evaporated 
almost before It reached the stage 
floor. The purpose of this experiment 
was to show the safety of the re- 
fridgerant. 

From one of his thermos bottles, 
Mr. McCubblns poured some very hot 
dye. "Now," he said "we’ll dip this 
piece of cloth into the dye, rinse It 
and see what happens." The result 
was amazing for out came a square 
of cloth striped red white and blue. 
He explained that because certain 
types of materials reacted differently 
to some types of dye, the Oil Company 
had discovered they could mix several 
dyes together, dip In a piece of silk 
a piece of cotton and a piece of rayon 
and each would come out a different 
shade. By careful examination the 
students found the square of cloth 
to be three types of material sewn 
together. 

Another feature of Mr. McCibblns 
visit was the making of rubber. By 
a mixture of latex milk, vinegar and 
salt solution he obtained a bouncy 
wad of synthetic rubber which he 
bounced across the stage to show its 
elasticity.

Cubbins lectures and after an Inter¬ 
esting question period the students 
cordially thanked Mr. McCubblns for 
coming to speak to them.
